SWORN IN AS GOVERNOR 


Stirring Scenes In the Bine Grass State 


Proclamation Issued By Governor 


Taylor. 


While on his way to the senate cham 


ber in Frankfort, Ky., on Tuesday 
morning Senator William Goebel, th 
Democratic contestant for governor 
was shot down by a cowardly assassin 
concealed in the capitol. 
Senator Goe 


bel was wounded by a rifle ball of smal 
calibre, not over 3S, which struck him 
in the right side just below the armpit 
Tbe ball passed through the back par 
of the right lung, across the body on a 
diagonal base, passing below the left 
shoulder blade. Four shots were firec 
after Mr. Goebel fell, but they did 
not hit him. 


Col. Jack China and Eph Lilard were 


with Mr. Goebel. When struck by the 
bullet the senator fell into the arms of 
Colonel Chinn, who said: "Are you 
hurt, Goebel? 
Did they get you?' 


"They have got me this time," said 
Goebel. "I guess they have killed me." 


Senator Goebel was carried into the 


Capitol hotel, where the physicians 
who had been summoned attended to 
his wound. He showed great fortitude 
and courage throughout, smiled weak 
ly as he heard the verdict, and feebly 
rolled his head from side to side, in 
token of dissent from the opinion ex- 
pressed by the doctors, to the effect 
that the injury was of such a nature 
that must cause death in a short t.me. 


The attempted assassination of Sen- 


ator Goebel caused great excitement. 
The militia was quickly called out and 
the city is now under martial law. 


AN AKRE»T. 


Harland Whittaker, a farmer from 


Butler county, the 
home county of 


Governor Tayior. is now in jail at 
Louisville, charged with attempting to 
murder Mr. Goebel. There is no di- 
rect evidence against Whittaker and 
he was placed under arrest more be- 
cause he was caught around the capitol 
when the shots were fired than for any 
other apparent reason. He denies in 
the most positive manner that he had 
any connection with the shooting or 
knew anything about it. 
He bad 


three revolvers in his possession when 
arrested, but all of the chambers con- 
tained cartridges. 


GOEBEL SWOKS IS AS GOVERXOK 


The boards having in charge the 


contest between Goebel and Taylor for 
governor and Beckham and Marshall 
lor lieutenant governor met at 7 
o'clock Tuesday night in Frankfort to 
consider the evidence submitted to 
them and prepare their report to the 
legislature. A few legal authorities 
were read to them at the request of 
Senator Allen, who wished light shed 
upon a few doubtful points. The vote 
was then taken, and by a strict party 
vote of 10 to 1 William Goebel was de- 
clared to have been legally elected 
governor of Kentucky. 


Wednesday evening the Democrats 


of the legislature also declared Uoebel 
governor and Beckham lieutenant gov- 
ernor. Judge Hazelrigg administered 
the oath, immediately after which 
Goebel signed an order removing Col- 
lier and appointing Castelman to com- 
mand the state troops. He also order- 
ed the troops to disperse. 


Governor Taylor has issued a procla- 


mation adjourning tbe legislature, to 
meet at London, Laurel county, Feb- 
ruary 6. The Democratic members 
will pay no attention to the proclama- 
tion. 


FHAXKFOBT, Ky., January 31.—At a 


late hour to-night Senator Goebel was 
alive. His condition, however, is not 
much changed and the physicians give 
no hopes for his recovery.

)n Tuesday morning he was ready for 
lictimti, and from all accounts was do- 
ng a flourishing business until Wed- 
nesday afternoon, when he was inter- 
upted by the presence of Officer Mock, 
who was armed with a warrant for the 
arrest of the eye specialist, charging 
lim "with opening a transient office 
vithin the county of Bedford for the 
iurpose of examining, testing, treat- 
ng the eye, and proposed to cure cer- 
ain diseases, 
without first having 


omplied with the requirements of the 
ct of assembly." Of course the spe- 
ialist denied the charges preferred 
gainst him and wanted to explain to 
he olficer that he had no right to ar- 
est him. After parleying for some 
line the specialist was arrested and 
aken before 'Squire Fruzier, where he 
ntered into bail in the sum of $100 
or a hearing on Thursday morning at 
0 o'clock.

Claims Polygamy Hits Been Abandoned. 


Senator Rawlins has presented to the 


senate a brief memorial from President 


iorenzo Snow, of the Mormon church, 
on the question of polygamy. Mr.Snow 
says he is persuaded that there is much 
misunderstanding upon this question. 
He says that in accordance with the 
manifesto of President Woodruff of 
L890 "the church has positively aban- 
doned the practice of polygamy or the 
solemnization of plural marriages in 
this (Utah) and every other state, and 
Lhat no member or officer thereof has 
any authority whatever to perform a 
plural marriage or enter into such a 
relation. 


"Nor," he continues,"does the church 


advise or encourage unlawful cohabi- 
tation on tbe part of any of its mem- 
bers. If, therefore, any member diso- 
beys the law, either as to polygamy or 
unlawful cohabitation, he must bear 
his own burden; or, in other words, be 
answerable to the tribunals of the land 
for his action pertaining thereto."

He was 
ne of a family of five. Samuel Shep- 
herd, who died at New Florence some 
ears ago, and Josepli, residing at 
?wolick Mills, being brothers, and 
Annie, who was intermarried with 


oseph Mayers and Mary Shepherd, 


who remained single, both of whom 
led many years ago at Twolick Mills, 
iis sisters. In 1841 the subject of this 
ketch married Miss Sarah Bjatty, of 
Vestmoreland county, and to their 
union were born the following chil- 
.ren: David Shepherd, Miss Mary Shep- 
lerd, of Conemaugh township; Prof, 
iyrus L. Shepherd, principal of the 
public schools of Franklin borough, 
and Miss Maggie Shepherd, who died 
n 1890. Mrs. Shepherd, the wife of 
ihe subject of these lines, died in 1897, 
iince which time Mr. Shepherd has 
made his home with his son David. In 
.856 Mr. and Mrs. Shepherd moved 
join Bedford county, where they had 
iakenup housekeeping after their mar- 
riage, to Twoliek MiHs.a few miles 
south of the town of Indiana, Mr.Shep- 
herd,who was a carder by trade,having 
secured employment in the woolen 
mills at that place.

WASHINGTON, January 30.—Coloue! 


Bryan returned to Washington to at- 
tend the Gridiron club dinner. He is 
delighted with the reception he has 
met with in the east and says the Re- 
publicans will be surprised when the 
votes are counted, if they really be- 
lieve, as they pretend to, that all of 
the eastern states will support Mr.Mc- 
Kinley and the present policy of the 
administrition. He says he has found 
the Democrats, everywhere he has 
been, preparing to put up a stiff fight 
this year and is encouraged to believe 
that they have a good chance to elect 
the next president. 


The sturdy opposition to the ship 


subsidy job has frightened Mr. Mc- 
Kinley not a little and it is among the 
probabilities that the bill providing 
therefor may be held over until the 
next session. This isn't because the 
Sanna-McEinley crowd have any idea 
of abandoning the job, but because 
they are beginning to be afraid that if 
t is jammed through before the presi- 
dential election it will defeat the Re- 
jublicans and|elect a Democratic pres- 
.dent and congress. 


Senator Scott, of West Virginia, is 


getting a little uneasy about his seat, 
notwithstanding the big- Republican 
majority in the senate. The Demo- 
crats are hot after Scott. Able argu- 
ments, showing the necessity for an 
nvestigation, were made before the 
senate committeeonelections by Judge 
r. II. Holt and Frank L. Welles. They 
;old the committee that a very short 
nvestigation would show the illegali- 
y of Scott's election and that among 
he witnesses they would like sum- 
moned was the governor of the state, 
vho threatened to call out the militia 
o force the recognition of a rump leg- 
slature. 


Germany has made a formal protest 


against the customs regulations of the 
United States applicable to merchan- 
ise imported from Germany, and Sec- 
etary Hay has referred the protest to 
ongress,accompanied by a letter from 
Secretary Gage.saying that no changes 
n the regulations can be made with- 
ut amendment of the Dingley tariff 
aw. 
The growing extravagance in pub- 
ic expenditures may well be regarded 
with alarm by the conservatives. It 
s not confined to any one branch of 
he government, but may be found in 
rll of them, and if not checked, will 
ooner or later lead to ruin. A mem- 
>er of the house committee on naval 
.ffairs figures that the cost of educat- 
ng each cadet at Annapolis, after the 
Toposed new buildings there are eoin- 
ileted, allowing legal interest on the 
money invested in the plant, will not 
is less than $15,000 a year. 


Representative Moody made a hit 


when he made a few remarks in oppo- 
ition to a bill authorizing the secfe- 
ary of the state to pay to a British 
ompany the cost of repairing the Ma- 
.ila-Hong Kong cable, cut by Admiral 
Dewey. He said with strong empha- 
is: "Before we spend any money do- 
ng grace to citizens of Great Britain 
et that government pay what it owes 
to the citizens of the United States." 
He suggested that the secretary of 
itate, instead of urging the passage of 
;his bill, send to the house a list of the 
claims against the United States and 
jreat Britain by the citizens of those 
countries, with a view to legislation 
'or the establishment of a commission 
:o settle them all. Representative 
Adams, of Pennsylvania, male an ap- 
peal for the passage of the bill, recom- 
mended by the president and the sec- 
retary of state, as an example for 


reat Britain to follow, but Mr.Moody 


spoiled the appeal by remarking: "But 
she doesn't follow; we continue mak- 
.ng examples and she refuses to fol- 
.ow." The bill was not acted upon. 


The Republican senators have been 


compelled to change their programme 
on the gold standard bill. They had 
not intended to do any speaking, but 
under the taunts of Senator Jones, of 
Arkansas, Senator Allison announced 
:hat himself and other Republicans 
would speak in defense of tbe bill. 
The action of the Democratic caucus 
n deciding to offer a free coinage sub- 
stitute for the gold standard bill at the 
proper time has been well received by 
Democrats. 
While this 
substitute 


cannot pass, it will receive the votes 
of all tbe Democrats who supported 
the Chicago platform, of all the Pop- 
ulists and of all the silver Republicans, 
and will spike a few Republican guns. 


The Roberts case miy not end with 


the action of the house, as he has been 
advised to appeal to the courts, on the 
ground that the house violated the 
right of a sovereign state in declaring 
iis seat vacant. Mr. Roberts admitted 
hat he had been looking up the law 
and that he believed that he would 
have a good case on that ground, but 
declined to say whether he would go 
into court with it.

Democratic State Committee Declares I

ium Thursday afternoon of last wee

in the national campaign is apparen 
among the retainers of the organiza 
tion, some of whom declare their con 
fidenee not only in Bryan's nomina 
tion, but also in his triumphant ele 
tion. Col. James M. Guffy, the part 
leader in the state, predicted that th 
Nebraskan would receive Pennsylva 
nia's 04 vo^es solid in the national con 
vention; that he would be nominate 
unanimously, just as McKinley will b 
by the Republican convention, an 
that Bryan's nomination will be f ollov 
ed by his success at the polls in N. 
vember next 


Colonel Bryan reached the city a 


2:jf> p.m. He came alone and was me 
at the Pennsylvania railroad statio 
by Mayor Fritchey and City Cbairma 
Hummell, representing the Democrat 
of this city, and Col. James M. Guffey 
the Democratic national committee 
men for Pennsylvania; Ex-State Chair 
man John M Garman and E F. Kerr 
of Bedford county, representing th 
state organization 


It was raining briskly when he ar 


rived, the sky was overcast and ther 
was no sign of clearing weather, bu 
the Nebraskan was given a cordial ani 
apparently spontaneous welcome de 
spite the unfavorable meteorologica 
conditions. 


While the reception committee wa 


greeting the distinguished guest an 
army of Democrats from the differen 
sections of the state, who had come hen 
to testify their loyalty to their nation 
al leader and his cause and be on hand 
for the state committee meeting, gath 
ered about the station headed by the 
city committee of Ilarrisburg and thj 
Dauphin county committee, and lee 
by the Citizens' band, of Steeltou. Col 
onel Bryan and the reception commit- 
tee took carriages, which the big es 
oort and the band accompanied on foo 
along Market street to the Board o: 
Trade Auditorium. 


When Colonel Bryan walked on the 


stage of the Auditorium there was an 
uproar. 


As Bryan was to deliver a speech in 


the evening his remarks at this time 
were brief but full of meat. His audi- 
tors listened with rapt attention and 
punctuated his points with ringing ap 
plause. 


One of the greatest political gather 


ngs ever known in this city was tha' 
held at 
Kelker Hall in the evening 


which was addressed at length by the 
Democratic leader, William J. Bryan 
Fully 4,000 people were present. There 
were no seats in the main portion o: 
the auditorium and only 500 of the au 
dience who were in the gallery coulc 
sit down. These comprised a couple 
of hundred women. 


Mayor Fritchey presided and intro 


duced Colonel Bryan, referring to him 
as the champion of the whole people 
and the foremost American citizen of 
-he day. 


Colonel Bryan spoke with his old-time 
ervor and he was frequently inter- 
upted by applause. The audience was 
;nthusiastic and in thorough sympathy 
with the orator, who declared that he 
elt entirely at home among the Dem- 
icrats of Pennsylvania, despite the ad- 
verse condition which the party has to 
ontend with in this locality. Contin- 
uing, Mr. Bryan said: 


"I congratulate the Democracy of 
'ennsylvania on the auspicious open- 
ng of the campaign of 1000.

you tell him that he has admitted the 
quantitative theory of money and that 
is what we contended for in 1890 We 
wanted more gold and we wanted more 
silver, too. If we had had bimetal- 
lism we should have had all the advan- 
tage that has come from an increased 
production of gold. And, in addition 
thereto, we would have had the ad- 
vantage of silver being used as stand- 
ard money along with gold 


On the question of trusts Mr. Bryan 


said: "If they are bad are you going 
to say you can't help yourselves; that 
yon have got to submit to the trust or 
to the monopoly? The American peo- 
ple don't have to submit to anything 
that is detrimental to their welfare. 
In a government like ours if things 
are bad it is because the people permit 
them to be so; you can destroy the 
monopoly when you want to. 
The 


trouble is that the monopoly never 
makes an open warfare in its defense, 
but secretly controls the instrumental- 
ities of government and thus protect! 
itself." 


Mr. Bryan said he believed that con- 


gress has the power and ought to ex- 
ercise it to say that no corporation or- 
ganized in any state shall do business 
outside of that state until it secures 
permission from congress or some body 
created by it, and that permission can 
be granted only when the corporation 
shows that there is no water in its 
stock and that it is not attempting to 
monopolize any branch of business or 
the production of any article of mer- 
chandise. 
Money in private hands is 


bad and that being so it cannot be 
delegated and, therefore, you must 
devise and enforce such remedies as 
will be safe for the protection of the 
people. 


On the Filipino question he said: 


"Let us tell the Filipinos that, having 
driven the Spaniards out, they are to 
,tand up and be free and then say to 
all the world, 'hands off and let that 
republic work out its destiny.' Tell 
me that we are pleading the cause of 
the Filipinos? No, we are pleading 
ihe cause of the American people. If 
ihe Filipinos were to die to-morrow 
ihe world would go on; but if this na- 
tion ceases to be a republic the light 
of civilization would go out forever. 


"To what nation, then, does strug- 


gling humanity look for hope and in- 
spiration?

After questioning 
a number he discovered that they were 
all active church members whohnd ex 
perienced Jesus' saving grace and who 
had made their calling and election 
sure. He walked back to the platform 
and turning around he faced the audi- 
ence and gazed a moment in silence 
on the wondering sea of faces before 
him, and then speaking with that slow 
deliberation which he so often assum- 
ed when he apparently was about to 
deliver a statement as coming direct 
from heaven. 
"When 1 came here at 


the invitation of many of your most 
illustrious citizens 1 understood and 
they believed that my mission on earth 
was the conversion of sinners. Those 
who have f el t in their hearts Christ's 
saving grace and hope that they have 
made their calling and election sure 
may be lelt to the care of that heaven 
which they some day hope to inherit. 
As many of you as are members of any 
Christian religious organization and 
desire to work for the salvation of sin 
ners rise up and stand up till you are 
counted." 
Fully two-thirds of the 


audience rose in answer to his invita- 
tion. '"The ushers need not count," 
said Mr. -Moody, "the answer is suffi- 
cient." "The usuers will please conduct 
any who may desire, any who may 
wish our prayers to the front seats.'' 
The ushers did so, and when all the 
front seats were filled with anxious 
sinneis he said: 
"The ushers will 


now conduct the brethren and sisters 
to a seat wberever there is a vacancy." 


It is hardly necessary to say that a 


more sorrowful looking lot of saints 
and a more jubilant lot of sinners 
never attended a Moody and Sankey 
meeting and when the inspired vocal- 
ist started "Xinety and Xine" it is 
safe to say tnat the sinners on the 
front seats felt many millions of miles 
nearer heaven than they had ever been 
before, while the disappointed saints 
who found seats near the door where 
they could hardly hear a word that 
iell from the lips of the great evangel- 
ist felt as though they might need a 
little praying for themselves before 
they went to sleep that night. 


When quiet was restored Mr. Moody 


said : "My dear friends, my mission 
here is to save sinners. A tremendous 
responsibility rests upon us if one of 
these poor, sinful souls is lost throagh 
our neglect. These poor sinners have 
come here to-night to hear the words 
of saving grace and to learn if the 
blood of the Lamb was shed for them. 
Yes, blessed be God, the vilest sinner 
that was ever born has a part in that 
glorious heritage. Let us pray." In 
an instant the whole of that vast con- 
gregation was on its feet and a deep, 
awful hush seemed to settle on the 
congregation as though it had sudden- 
ly been siricken by the Angel of Death. 
Jlr. Moody's right hand was raised, 
his face was upturned as though look- 
ing right into heaven, his eyes were 
closed as if to shut out all earthly 
things. 


He began his prayer slowly at first 


and so low that he could scarcely be 
heard ten feet away. Gradually his 
voice rose clear and clarion like, till it 
pierced every part of the building, and 
the audience, swayed by the inspired 
prayer of the evangelist, was as elay in 
the hands of the potter. I have heard 
Mr. Moody many times since,but never 
when he seemed transfigured by such 
an inspired power. To a few intimate 
friends Mr. Moody confined bis belief 
that the great revival of the associated 
evangelical churches of Ne<v York 
would be the crowning glory of his 
life. 


He has been called home, but those 


who have taken up his work have de- 
termined that it shall go forward and 
that his son shall be the leader of the 
new evangel. A meeting which was 
held last week perfected the plan on 
which the movement is to be carried 
forward. 
Where gilded sin now holds 


high carnival it will receive the earli- 
est attention of these Christian Bough 
Eiders. 


The January of 1900 will long be re- 


markable for the death of men who 
have occupied the attention of the 
world and whose doctrines have help- 
ed to shape the policy of our times. 
About five years ago I was walking up 
Broadway, when I saw three men pass 
by in a carriage, one of them being the 
reformer, Henry George, whose policy 
of the single land tax promised to be 
the leading feature of tbe coming na- 
tional campaign.

trable mail—no praise elated him, no 
condemnation fretted him; he was 
alike indifferent to both—a prophet 
and a Christian leader.

all over the Christian world. It was 
Father Elward McGlynn, who a short 
time before was the pastor of St.

INDOOR WINTER WORK. 


A Potato Planter— Cost $1.50 nm 
Three DIIJ-S' Time— How It Operates. 


The potato planter shown in the cu 


has been in use in this neighborhood 
for three years, says a Rural New 
Yorker correspondent It cost uie ?1.5f 
and three days' time and works as sat 
isfactorily as a $50 or $00 machine. An 
old mowing machine Craine and wheels 
from the fence corner of one neighbor 
a spring seat, a lifting lever and sever 
ul old castings from a discarded binfle: 
of another, a pair of hillers from an ok 
wooden frame, five tooth cultivator, a 
ticw shovel plow point from the store 
some nails, bolts and a little old lumber 
were tlie materials. 


The wheels are placed as far apari 


as I desired the rows of potatoes to be 
so as to use the wheel mark for a 
guide, avoiding the use of a marker 


HOMEMADE POTATO PLASTER. 


The shovel plow is bolted to a solid 3 
uy 3 piece about two feet long, the oth- 
er end of 
which is placed 
solidly 


against the under side of the tongue 
and hinged so that it can be raised anc 
lowered by a lever to which the point 
is attached by a chain. The lever is 
shown just in front of the wheel anc 
near the whilfletrees. A rude box of 
three or tour bushels' capacity is built 
between and over the wheels, slanting 
toward the scat, so that, as the pota- 
toes are used out of the rear end, those 
remaining will roll toward the opera- 
tor, always keeping within his easy 
reach. A spout or tube four or five 
inches square leads from the rear of 
the box to the furrow behind the plow. 


The operator sits at his ease on the 


spring seat, picking up the potatoes 
and dropping them at regular Intervals 
into the spout. I find it works better 
to take only one piece in the hand at a 
time, dropping in the spout with one 
haud while reaching after a seed piece 
with the other. The spout is followed 
by the 
coverers, which 
leave the 


ground slightly ridged over the seed, 
i cross harrowing just before the 
sprouts begin to show leaves the 
ground level aud in fine condition. 


The front end of the frame to which 


the coverers are attached is hinged to 
the two rear upright pieces which sup- 
port the box. 
A lever is besifle the 


seat to raise and lower the coverers at 
the cud of the rows. The coverer frame 
should be hung low at the front end, 
and the hillers must be set just the 
right distance apart and' at just the 
right angle. 


A little trouble arose at first in this 


respect. 
One seed piece when drop- 


ped would stop just where it first 
touched the ground and the next one 
might roll or jump ahead a foot or 
more, thus making them lie at un- 
equal distances wheu dropped evenly 
in point of time. This was overcome 
ay nailing to the front and sides of the 
lower end of the spout a piece of an 
old rubber bootleg which touched the 
Bottom of the furrow. Thee the seed 
hat] to stay right where it dropped. 


A man to drive the team and to raise 


and lower the plow at the ends, anoth- 
er man to fucd the machine and op- 
erate the lever which controls the cov- 
erers and a team which walks not too 
rapidly can mark, furrow, drop and 
cover five or six acres in a day. The 
machine does not work satisfactorily 
on hilly land. It will work up or down 
;he hill all right, but going sidewise it 
is inclined to slide.

Uotil 1SOL' it was cuiibtrnrlud of dint 
stone. The annual cost of keeping it 
in repair was about $5,470. 


The construction of a steel roadway 


was detei'uiiued ou, aud the annual cost 
of keeping iu repair the cennal zone of 
road thus lelieved from heavy traltic. 
which proceeds over the steel rallb, is 
now only about !?oSO. 


The leugrli of road so built was less 


than two miles, and the cost iu detail 
was: Steel construction, SO'.S'JU; trans- 
portation anil laying steel construction, 
$507; binding stone construction be- 
tween rails and lateral ?.one.s .S2J09: 
total, $9.503. 


The rails (hiring the seven years they 


have been iu position exhibit a wear nf 
one decimal of a inillimeUT yearly an;l 
have not reijiimHl repairing. 


Ample room is allowed between the 


rails for two horses to walk abreast. 
Horses do not appear to slip on mils of 
.his construct 
ion. 


At each side of the rail me layers of
